Washington, Jan. 27..The Shciman resolutions
(onie np for consideration in tbe Senato'to-morrow,
and a speech npon them by Senator Mahone is

expected. (Jnder the new rules tho consideration
of these resolutions should cease for the day at¬

oll.uk, but a majority of the Senate may secure itu
continuance longer, or indeed until they are goally
disposed of. There is a general belief that they
will give rise to a series of political discussions, and
thal the placid temper which has characterised tho
daily sessions ot the Senate thus far will now give
place to the political excitement winch is tho
customary feature of the annual session immedi¬
ately jua ceiling ii Presidential election. Should the
resolutions not be disposed ol' for several days it is
not probable that current work will bi* entirely
neglected.
At 2 o'clock to-morrow the bill Introduced by

Senator Edmunds, and reported by Senator Bayaid
Irom the Committee on Private Land claims, "to

pro-rids tor HOW tai liing iind settling private land
claims in certain state*. ;v,,,\ Territories," will come

beforo the Senate as a special order, if not displaced
by a majority vote or unanimous consent. The bill

prescribes methods for securing legal recognition cf

greatamodeby theSpanish or Mesh na gorernmenta
in New-Mexico, Wyoming, Arizona, Utah, Nerada
and Colorado, and limits the rightsto be Mound by
certain conditions. Ono of its most important provi¬
sions prohibits tho confirmation ol a grant, or the
issue of a patent tor a greater quantity than eleren
square league* ol lana There are indications that
the passage of the bill will be warmly opposed,though there is no reason to expeet t long debate.

It is known that these figures have Leen considered
in the negotiations leading to tbe sal, bul ..no of
the memana ti tho syndicate aaid j.r-terday that
the prices finally agreed ou were considerably
higher.
The exact terms of the sale were not ascertained

yesterday. The members of the syndical.- declined
to state tli.-iii and were reluctant to admit that tho
transact ion had been finished. Koine of the BBmWSS
of the Northern Pantie Company said that the oalo
had been made, hut that they did not know
the precise lanni of the agreement. It wan

acknowledged hy all that the stocks hail been
bought for investment by tho syndicate and
thornton would he withdrawn from th.- market.
It wai also said that,, the saio supplied the Oregon
and Transcontinental Company with all the money
which it neeilfil to mn omit tim present diiliciiltiea
ami go on witb its businc*. Hy the sale ample,
provision for the payment of the company's
liabilitiea for the ned year was made, and
the recent nm of a receivership
vs hich have been circulated iiitluMrioti-dy pince tha
retirement of Henry Viii..rd from the management
will bo silenced by it.

WHO AUK IX TIIK SYNDICATF.
The members of tho syndicate, so far as their

names have ben learned, are: Anthony J.
Drexel, of Philadelphia, with whom mnmnthmml
C. B. Wrif t, and one or two other friends there j
Drexel, Morgan & Co., Cyrus W. Field, Jay i.ould,
Russel Bago of New-York, and some others promi¬
nently iiieutilied witb the present management of
the companies. It is understood that they bave
made some tacit, or express, agreement among them*
selves that the stocks will not be oil'.cad for salo
for a long time. It is hinted tbat they have certain
privilege* as toother stock, but the nature of thia
partofthe ag:cement is carefully concealed. The
sale does not affect tho control by the Oregon mat
Transcontinental Company of the Northan l'aoitio
system, and no ehmngeo in the directorial of any of
the companies will be made at present iu conse¬
quence ol it.
